On the basis.of evidence in the reaora in'the iﬂétant'case, the Commise
gion findsg that this claimant comes.withiﬁ the terms of the.Haskew decision;
that he was an American national aﬁ the requisite times; that he haé.been éhe
owner of 400 shares of stock iﬁ‘the Cida Azu&gféré_Vefhiéntesnﬁamaguéy_de
Cuba since prior to August 6, 1960; and ﬁhatihe-suffered a,lossfin.tﬁebambunt
